1984 is officially about 
six months behind sched- 
ule, about nine months 
later than Warren privately 
intimated it would reach 
newsstands and several zil- 
lion years after the demise 
of Pow, Warren's never- 
pubiished first flirtation 
with the upscale-comic- 
book market. Warren says 
the book is late because ' , it 
took six months to get the 
bugs out," but the truth of 
the matter is that 1984 
bears absolutely no resem- 
blance to the dummy issue 
of the project he was show- 
ing around early last year.
